Technical Briefs 


DXers interested in propagation and sunspots are especially advised of an in- 
teresting article on this topic appearing in the March 1974 issue of CQ Magazine 
on page 24. Written by Cohen and Lintz, it is titled, "The Sunspot Cycle: 
Analysis and Prediction", 


While the main thrust of the article concerns when the sunspot activity will 
increase again, providing good high-frequency communication there is a lot of 
interest here for the Medium-Wave DXer. who is interested in low sunspot counts 


The authors describe an analysis of solar activity they call Maximum Entropy 
Spectral Analysis, Without getting into what that means exactly, we'll just 

note here that they believe they have found a recurring periodicity of 179 years 
in solar activity that modifies the basic ll-year periodicity that is so familiar 
to radio enthusiasists. The 5-page article describes in some detail how they have 
arrived at this. 


The thing that makes this so interesting to the Medium Wave DXer is the feeling 

of the authors that the length of the cycle in progress is (or will be) 13 years, 
rather than the 11 normally experienced, The minimum of the cycle (during which 
we would expect to see a repeat of the exceptionally good long distance propa- 
gation conditions last seen in 1964-65) is predicted to come in the summer of 1977, 
at the latest. or after 1975 at any rate, At the minima smoothed sunspot numbers 
are expected to be 3. This compares with ca, 200 at the maxima, The authors also 
feel that "the next 40 years may be characterized by relatively low sunspot ac- 
tivity as compared to the activity of the last 40 years". 


The only reference made by the authors to low-frequency conditions is the opinion 
that "openings on 40 and 80 meters should improve (during the coming sunspot 
minimum)",

Several months ago, IRCA printed a flyer from an outfit called McKay Dymek who 
market an AM tuner and a transistorized ferrite rod type shielded antenna which 
appears to be very similar in size, concept and operation to the popular Space 
Magnet antenna marketed by Worcester Electronic Labs. McKay Dymek’s price for 

the antenna was in the 3-figure range. A blurb in the latest issue of Billboard 
seemed to pitch the antenna for radio station executives who wanted to monitor 
distant signals at night (to glean promotional ideas, hunt for new air talent etc) 
but had little technical knowhow, Billboard says that anyone wanting information 
about these products from McKay Dymek can call a Larry England at the toll free 
number 800-854-7769. NRC has not tried their products and cannot comment on them.

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DX'ing Baseball Networks for fun and profit, 
H,W.Boyd 


Baseball networks offer DXers a chance to hear stations that normally 
wouldn't be heard with regular programming, The biggest advantage in such 
DXing is to DXers in the east and midwest, When teams from these areas 
play night games on the west coast the network often operates beyond 1AM, 

These networks are very Similar and operate in the same basic manner, 
The feed station is usually a 50Kw 1-A station as WJR 760-KDKA 1020-KMOX 
1120-WCAU 1210-etc, Sometimes the feed station is a secondary 50Kw clear 
channel station as WBAL LO90-WHDH 850-WHN 1050-etc, In a few cases a SKW 
regional station with good coverage is used--KMBZ 980-KABC 790-etc. 

Most stations on the network operate on regional or local channels, 
Quite often there will be several stations on the same class IV channel 
with the same baseball game, Stations along the network are usually in an 
area not served by the main feed station. 

Major sponsors of these games are beer companies and regional auto 
outlets, These sponsors will often buy out 2-3 innings of each game, and 
the commercial runs on the entire network, During the game there will be 
several “cut-aways" to allow local stations to run a local commercial, 
The commercials always run at the end of each half inning of play unless 
play is delayed for some reason, Normally only enough commercials are 
sold for a 9 inning game. When the games go to extra innings the network 
may not run any other commercials, But will still give "cut-aways"' so the 
local station can run commercials or PSAs, 

The FCC requires that station IDs be given as close as possible to the 
top of the hour, For sports broadcast this is changed to + or - 5 minutes 
of the top of the hour, IDs follow the cue "...we pause 10 seconds for 
atation identification on the 7777277? baseball network" The actual ID 
may be before or after a commercial, and sometimes in the middle of an 
inning, 

A similar cue is given near the-half hour but this is not a legal ID, 
This is actually a'60 second cut-away to allow the local station to run 
a local commercial, There is often an ID following the commercial, but 
it's really more of a promo than anything else, 

Features from the network include the pre-game and wrap-up shows aired 
before and after the game, The wrap-up often includes interviews with one 
or members of the team, Not all stations along the network carry will air 
these features, : 

It is suggested that you listen to several different innings of several 
different games from several different stations, This will provide a mich 
better understanding of how these networks operate, After a while you will 
be able to identify the networks by the announcer's voices, or names of 
members of the teams, 

An excellent source of information on baseball games is in your local 
newspaper. Here you'll find schedules, starting times, and the starting 
pitchers, Checking the write up of the games of the previous day you can 
find the batting order of most teams, This will also provide the names of 
pinch hitters, designated batters, and releif pitchers of the different 
teams, 

The actual DXing can be done is several different ways. You can listen 
totally to the network station you want to identify. Or you can use your 
regular table radio to monitor the feed station. In this fashion you can 
eross check the network with the unidentified station to see if they are 
running the same commercial,etc, It won't take long until you develop a 
system of your own for baseball network DXing, 

During the summer DX News will carry lists of such networks, Often a 
list a year or so old can be used a& the stations on these networks seldom 
change, Thusly the lists in last years DX News will be about 85% correct.

Successful Long-Distance Reception on the Class-IV Channels 
- by Bob Foxworth 


There are gix channels on the medium-wave Broadcast Band that represent some 
of the most challenging and demanding DX opportunities available to the MW DX en- 
thusiast. These frequencies are known as the Iocal Service, or Class IV assignment 
channels (Class IV stations being exclusively assigned to these frequencies). 

They are as follows: 1230, 1240, 1340, 1400, 1450 and 1490 kilohertz. These are 

set aside in the U.S.A, Canada, Mexico and a few Caribbean locations (e.g. Puerto 
Rico) and Bermuda etc. for fulltime stations (operating day and night) with low 
power, typically 1000 watts day and 250 watts night, with nondirectional antenna. 

A few exceptions to the power rule exist, the reader is advised to consult the 

"NRC Domestic Log" of the National Radio Club, or "Broadcasting Yearbook" for more 
specific data. Canada, typically, has begun placing stations with up to 10,000 watts 
and directional antennas beaming Northward on some of these frequencies. CHYM in 
Kitchener, Ont. (on 1490 khz) is one such, using 10 kw power, and has been in op- 
eration for several years now. But these are the great exception to the rule. 


Obher countries, such as Brazil and Japan, and Weetern Europe's 1484 and 

1594 khz assignments, for example, provide for low power local service, with many 
stations on the same channel. However, North America with its much greater number 
of private radio stations has a need for six such channels, and each one has more 
stations on it. There are, then, more stations audible at night from any given 
location, at any one time and on any one Class-IV frequency. This results in such 
interference that it is often very difficult to pick out a readable signal from 
the interference. This congestion is so acute that there have been instances of 
DXers in other parts of the world writing U.S.-based DXers and asking to have sent 
to them, tapes of how these frequencies sound at night! Such is the curiosity that 
surrounds these strange frequencies. 


Dking the graveyard frequencies, as these channels are popularly known in the 
DX community, is at once predictable, and full of surprises. The slang name, "grave 
yard" is generally thought to refer to the close geographical spacing of stations 
assigned to any one frequency. Looking at & map showing station assignments is akin 
to looking at rows of headstones, the stations are jammed in so close together. 
We will not touch on daytime DX in this article, since daytime and DXing are gen- 
erally mutually exclusive. About the only thing that would recommend daytime DX on 
these channels is (1) 1f one of your locals breaks down and is off the air; or (2) 
if unusual weather conditions cause enhanced reception from an area 100-125 or so 
miles distant. Either condition would allow the Dyer to log, by groundwave, a semi- 
local station that ordinarily would be just too weak to hear normally. Weather con- 
ditions to watch for include high winds (blowing down power lines that feed your 
local station) and sustained heavy rainfall, causing @ marked increase in ground 
conductivity for a day or so. 


The consistent listener will discover that certain stations, usually in the 
150 to 300 mile range from the receiver site or, a single-hop E or F layer skip 
at moderately high angle, will be heard most often at night on these frequencies. 
Most Clase IV stations use towers of about 160 to 200 foot height, or greater. 
These provide a reasonable amount of radiation at high angles. The tower height 
will depend on the frequency, and whether it is geries or shunt fed, generally. 
One-half or 5/8 wavelength are seen often. There is no difference between a guyed 
or self-supporting tower. The fact that these assignments are at the high-frequency 
end of the broadcast band helps, too. There are approximately 175 stations assigned 
to each one of the six frequencies in the continental 48 states » 8nd these assign- 
ments are virtually all occupied, at least in the East. Mileage separation to ad- 
jJacent co-channel assignments, mostly, determines how closely stations can be fitted 
in together. There are stations on the same frequency as little as 7O miles apart, 
although more like 90 or 100 ig the norm. 


Obviously in Western states with sparse populations, there will be geographical 
gape in the siting of these stations, but not so much as one might expect. 


About 14 years ago, Class IV's were starting the process of increasing their 
daytime power. They had been operating with 250 watts both day and night, and in 
virtually all cases with non-directional antennas. In 1959, thanks to a ruling by 
the FCC, Class IV stations were allowed to increase their daytime power to 1000 
watts. Assuming that all stations took advantage of the new higher power, the inter 
ference each caused the other would remain constant. In other words, the distance 
from the desired station at which interference reached a certain level would re- 
main the same as it was formerly. In practice things did not quite work out that 
way, and a few stations found it necessary to install large resistors in their 
antenna leads to reduce the rms field (the signal strength) to a certain value, 
or in some cases, stations had to go to the unheard-of step of operating with 
directional antennas during the daytime, and returning to non-directional operation 
with 250 watts at local sunset. Stations listed as "U-5" in the NRC Domestic log 
are examples of this type operation. Incidentally there are still a few stations 
on Class IV frequencies still using 250 watts day and night. The FCC has not re- 
quired these stations to increase to 1000 watts but the great majority of them 
did so because of competitive economic pressures and the need to get their day- 
time signal out farther. Some of the stations in the West, in little towns of 
4000 people, and with no radio competition for 60 miles in all directions, simply 
have no reason to spend all that money to increase power. Most of these stations 
are little 4-man operations, anyway and don't even have the money to spend! 


The 100 watters are just about gone, though. The FCC has urged them to go to 
250 watts, at least, and stopped issuing new licenses for 100 watters several 
years ago. I believe that KDOL, Mojave, Calif. on 1340 was the last station to 
have come on the air with 100 watts (they are now 500/250 watts), When I began Dx- 
ing in the late 1950's there were as I recall between 15 and 20 100-watters still 
active. WCMC-1230 in Wildwood, N.J. was the closest to me then, and they were 
heard by me several times, of course with nowhere near enough detail to send a good 
report on. The old-timers who were actively DxXing in the 1930's can tell you some 
REALLY interesting stories about 100 watters on graveyard frequencies!! & 


A political lobby group has tried and failed twice in the past three years to 
get the Commission to allow Class IVs to use 1000 watts at night. It is predictable 
that they will try again, expecially now (early 1974) that the makeup of the Com- 
mission leadership is turning over so fast. It is speculative what kind of impact, 
technically, such a step would have on late-night DXing. Obviously, the years-long 
changeover period that took place when the initial 1000 watts was granted would not 
again occur, as all stations already have the needed 1 kw transmitter. Since the 
companies such as Gates, RCA, Collins ete, would not again expect to be able to sell 
thousands of new transmitters, like they did the last power boost, it then seems 
doubtful that they would lobby for a night time power boost. But time will tell. 


As we said, there are some 175 stations on each frequency. However, perhaps 
only 25 or 30 or so are all-night operations; most stations signing off at midnight 
or 1 AM or so. So it follows that after midnight is the time when the Dxer would 
find the clearest reception eonditions. At the same time, there are a lot less 
stations to try for, so a balance is reached. 


The experienced DXer will find that reception opportunities can, to a first 
approximation, be broken down into five times of day. We'll look at them here. 


1. Daytime. See comments in the 3rd paragraph about unusual weather, 
or wait for the next solar eclipse. (It may be a long wait). 

2. Sunset Skip/Early evening. LSS to 7 or 8 pm, depending on season. 
In summertime, extend this time through the evening hours. 

3. Midnight to about 0115. Signoff hour for stations in your timezone. 

4, Deep Night. 1 to 5 AM. The fewest stations are on the air. 

5. Karly morning. Catch 6 AM sign-ons with high power; SunRise Skip. 


Of course, these criteria are equally valid for DXing on the Regional channels. 
Timeperiods 3 and 5 can produce the most remarkable freak receptions, depending 
on localized intense skip conditions. However such skips are quite rare, and must 
be diligently and systematically sought out. Timeperiod 4 provides the most con- 
sistent reception from the single-hop All Nighters, while these same stations are 
lost in the jumble in Timeperiod 2 (before midnight). 


Some examples of single-hop regular stations heard at the author's monitoring 
point on suburban Long Island (20 miles east of N.Y.C.) during Timeperiod 4 are: 


1230 khz: WERI, WITH, WNOR, sometimes CHVD. All under semilocal WFAS. 

1240 khz: Blocked by WGBB (tower 7.1 miles distant). With WGBB looped out 
generally WBAX is heard most often. No consistent results here. 

1340 kh2z: WOOK, sometimes WAIR, under semilocal WNHC. 

1400 khz: WWOC, WLLH. 

1450 khz: WOL, CFJR, WWSC. 

1490 khz: WPOR, WIXL. 


It is interesting to note that stations slightly closer to the receiving point than 
these examples, e.g. WIIM on 1450, WFPG on 1450, WBCB on 1490, which are reported 
as nuisances by DXers in the Central New Jersey area are impossible to hear at 

this location. The cause is undoubtedly the distance being too far for groundwave 
reception, but close enough so that the tower would have to radiate at a very high 
angle relative to the horizon, probably in the area of 60° or maybe greater. This 
high angle radiation obviously is not occurring in these cases. The stations in 
the list above generally constitute the most dependable loggings made in the (4) 
Timeperiod, 1 to 5 AM. By dependable we mean, the station may fade up long enough 
to be identified (either by call letter, advertisement of a place-name, distinctive 
format etc.) once a night, or perhaps a couple of times in a 2-hour listening ses- 
sion. These stations can usually be heard at some time each night that DXing is 
done. They are not heard for long periods of time, generally. On rare occasions 

the DxXer might experience reception for 20 or 30 minutes of a single station hun- 
dreds of miles away, dominating the channel. Such experiences are the stuff that 
the DXing hobby is made of. 


A note about identifying stations by their distinctive format. One of the 
Most challenging situations I have been faced with is trying to tape-record a 
complete, or detailed ID from CFJR, Brockville, Ontario (1450 khz). I can usually 
ID this station in the jumble just about any night I try Ding. They do a phone-in 
talk format and their announcer sounds remarkably like Howard Nelson of WEEI in 
Boston in accent, speaking inflection, pacing etc. Taping a call-letter ID is hard 
to do, as they don't ID very often. I have managed to tape a couple of jingles 
(without mention of the city or frequency) and some Public Service announcements 
for local events, and one weak-signal tape sounding like their call letters. But, 
of all the times I have heard them clearly and strongly, it’s just been jabber, 
jabber, isn't the price of (eggs, meat, beer) awful, and how's your uncle... 
persistance, just like in a SAH oscilloscope, is a useful thing for a DXer to have. 
More on this later. 


At the top of the page, we gave some examples of generally-heard stations, in 
the New York City area, on the Graveyards. An example of how much more "open" the 
band conditions are in the West is provided by a comparable list of stations that 
dominate in the San Francisco Bay area, in early 197%: 1230-KRIZ, Phoenix, Az. 
1240-KMBY Monterey. 1340-KMAK and KIST. 1400-KBMI “metro Las Vegas" at 550 miles, 
along with KXIV at 750+ miles. On 1450 it's KONE, Reno and KOWL Tahoe on 1490; 
these on a Monday morning. Needless to say, any reception of 500 to 750 miles in 
the East on a Monday Morning is a notable event. Another example of this is provi- 
ded by the reception of the DX Test from KOKO, Warrensburg, Mo on 1450 this past 
season, This Test went clearly to such locations as Texas, Manitoba, Colorado but 
faced extremely rough going in the East. Particularly upsetting to the author was 
the fact that he recorded the code IDs on a broadcast cartridge and mailed it to the 
station. Even knowing exactly what to listen for wasn't enough to pull them in!: 
(Hopefully we'll have another shot at this station in early 1975 OK Bruce? } 


If you have a local station (and this applies to any station up to 5 kw or 
so) it is better to be only 5 miles or so away, than farther, so that it is heara 
by groundwave only. The skip angle would be just too high for any meaningful sky- 
wave return, and with a good tiltable Altazimuthally-mounted loop you can null that 
pesky local right into the hash. WGBB-12h0, at 7 miles, can be knocked into obli- 
vion with my NRC loop. I was able to get excellent copy of the WOCB DX test in May 
1972, and good copy of the WFIN DX test that same year, both with WGBB on the air. 
During the daytime I can hear WWCO, Waterbury, Conn, and maybe a trace of WOCB, 
with WGBB nulled). However, WFAS-1230 is far enough away so that I get a mix of 
GW and skywave, and they are a lot harder to deal with by looping. Do not misun- 
derstand these comments and move next door to that pesky local, all bets are off. 


Dxing the Class IV channels has, in an operational sense, a remarkable similar- 
ity to Television DXing. Members of the WIFDA have read Bob Cooper's graphic des- 
eriptions of sitting in front of a blank TV screen at 6 AM while doing meteor- 
scatter DXing and waiting for a 5 or 10 second burst of video once every 3 minutes 
or so. Or, the reader may consider descriptive accounts of sporadic-E reception 
with strong signals suddenly snapping in and out, going from s-9 to zero literally 
in the blink of an eye. There ig a remarkable analogy to Graveyard DxXing here, ex- 
cept that the desired signal is in a jumble of background noise instead of being 
ina signal /no-signal condition as in TV. But the similarities are there, as far 
as the DXers' behavior is concerned, A similarly large devotion of time is requited 
to make Graveyard DXing successful. When I have tried it, I've found it necessary 
to sit in front of the receiver for long stretches of time listening to a jumble of 
signals, none of which is strong enough to produce a clearly readable signal (al- 
though it would be perfectly copiable if on a clear channel by itself). The object 
is to wait for that sudden fade-in of a signal that produces readable audio, and 
hopefully with an identification added at that time. I have monitored frequencies 
that are not blocked here by semilocals on groundwave, such as 1450 and 1490 khz 
for periods of 15 or 20 minutes at a time, listening to a hash of audio, only to 
have a strong readable signal surge atop and be clearly understood for a few se- 
conds, or a minute, and then drop into the mud again. Probably the most effective 
way of dealing with this is to have a tape recorder running continuously on the 
frequency you are working at the moment, waiting for something to bubble to the 
surface. If your machine has a footage index counter, you log the elapsed footage, 
time of day, and a brief description of what you heard that is worth saving or 
analyzing later. If the frequency is just a jumble of unreadable audios, and a long 
stretch of tape has passed, you can hit rewind and go back to a point maybe 30 feet 
past the last thing you heard worth saving. In other words, if you heard someone 
give call letters at 250 feet elapsed, and nothing further, and you've been taping 
continuously and you're now up in the 400 or 500 feet range, rewind back to 270 or 
280 on the footage dial and begin recording again. Keep doing that until you get 
some More salvageable audio on tape. Maybe this time, it's at 310 feet. Make 340 
replace 280 as your new point to rewind back to, when you start recording...of 
course there is always the risk of missing something desirable while rewinding, 
put you WILL be recording about 95% of the time, so your risk there is minimal. 
With some practice doing this, you can get an entire night's DXing telescoped onto 
a single 7'inch reel of tape, comprising 3-hour's recording time at wey ips (which 
is used exclusively here). 


It is easy to fall into the habit of tying yourself down to monitoring any 
one frequency, excluding the others. I do not know if it is more productive to 
pick 2 or 3 Graveyard frequencies and keep switching back and forth between them, 
or just to pick one that seems the clearest, or even to just spot-check them from 
time to time while looking for other things on Clears, Splits or Regionals. This is 
a technique that each DXer will have to experiment with and develop on his or her 
own. Concerning the question of monitoring several Graveyard frequencies at the 
same time, the obvious answer is to have several receivers in operation, each set 
to one of the channels of interest. This ig not as simple as it seems, though, for 
the DXer soon finds that the momentary and sporadic nature of reception of clear 
signals makes it necessary to have a tape recorder running simultaneously on the 
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output of EACH receiver in order to catch anything that might come along. Certain- 
ly none of us is mentally agile enough to aurally listen to 3 receivers, each 
tuned to a different Graveyard frequency, and sort out the signals in the mind! 
It follows, therefore that the tapes so obtained would have to be played back, one 
after the other, at some future time, to see what (if anything) usable is recorded 
on them. Worse yet, you cannot even use a high-speed fast forward to screen them... 
the scanning must be done at normal speed. So it would seem that there is no real 
way to thoroughly monitor several receivers in this fashion. The limiting factor 
is not money needed to buy a multi-receiver/tape setup, but TIME...just plain, 
simple time to process the information so obtained. Of course we could suppose 
that any DxXer with money enough to buy all the paraphernalia needed for a multi- 
frequency monitoring setup could afford to quit his job, thereby generating the 
time needed to utilize it, but that's just conjecture. One way around this might 
be for the well-heeled DXer to buy a bunch of receivers and a 8-track Scully or 
Ampex or 3M recording studio machine from somebody who has upgraded to 16-track. 
Roll a tape on Monday morning fram 0100 to 0500. Put the tape in storage and then 
earefully scan the DX bulletins to see if anyone reported anything unusual on the 
frequencies you taped that morning. If so, get the tape out and check it over to 
see if you got the station recorded. If so...do you log it? Did you"hear" it? 
Interesting questions that I am not prepared to give answers to. However, these 
ideas are merely the logical successor to the common practice of rolling a tape 
"blind" on a single frequency (using a two-track machine, with WWV on the second 
track) and checking the tape hours or even days later to see what came through on 
it. I don't know that this is so different than taping the output of eight recei- 
vers at once, but I am not endorsing it as a viable technique for boosting one's 
totals even though the systems aspects, the mechanical aspects of it interest me. 
Then of course there is always the possibility of using instrumentation recorders 
that have bandwidths greater than a megahertz, to record, directly from RF, the 
entire Broadcast Band in one pass. (See the "Monday Morning Tape Recorder" in 

an April Fool's DX News several years ago...it just might be made to-work, if the 
user can figure out how to circumvent the eye-popping cost of such a machine, and 
get a broadband, high-gain preamp to drive it. Maybe Joe Worcester will design 
such a get-up for us). 


Sometimes it seems that summertime evenings are very good for this kind of 
DXing, more so than in the winter. This is evidently due to more selective skips 
taking place, allowing a single station to dominate for a while. Apparently in the 
winter, with ite better propagation, many stations are heard at the same time, and 
none of them clearly due to the mutual interference they cause. To me this is just 
& subjective feeling, but it still goes without saying that some summer evenings 
and nights can provide remarkable receptions of stations a few hundred miles away. 
I recall several times in the summer when, walking home from the train station at 
night, with a hand-held Sony portable, I would hear upstate N.Y., Mass. or New 
Hampshire stations atop the channel. 1230 khz always seemed to be a good bet for 
me while "operating portable" this way. 


A fair indication of just what kind of propagation the listener ig experien- 
cing on a given night can be had by tuning to one of the Class IV frequencies. 
There are nights when the channel sounds clear and snappy, and other nights when 
the impression of sound is a dull, bland mix of noise. Sometimes the impression is 
that of "white noise" (best described as the sound of a FM tuner tuned to a blank 
spot on the dial, or perhaps, something like the roar of a waterfall). On nights 
like this I find it very hard to pull any recognizable sound out from all that 
noise, and usually don't pursue it further. Other nights - the "clear and snappy" 
ones ~- also provide many signals on each frequency but the impression is of a mix 
of discrete, separate signals and the listener almost has the feeling that he can 
reach out in his mind and pick out one signal and follow it. Sort of like being 
in the middle of a crowded room with many people speaking at once, and maybe a 
couple of phonographs playing, and if you concentrate hard enough you can acquire 
just one voice and stay with it, and mentally block out all the other voices. 

I do not know why this effect should show up one night and not the next. Most of 
the time, the impression is of "dull and bland". Who knows more about this? 
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Use of a good receiver is an important aid to successful long-distance recep- 
tion on the Class IV frequencies. Since the listener is trying to extract one 
audio signal from a mix of other audio signals, a moderately wide bandwidth and 
a good AF or, output stage on the receiver are probably the best attributes one 
would look for in a receiver. Mechanical filters, a crystal filter, or a Q-Multi- 
plier operated in the "peak" mode are all not desirable. All they will do is to 
make the audio sound muddy unnecessarily, and will not be needed for RF selectivity 
purposes. (There is an exception to this of course, if one is DXing from Europe 
and trying to copy the North American frequencies, he will likely have a local 
European just a few khz away that will have to be notched out, or blocked out by 
use of a MF or an Xtal filter, Similarly, a DXer here in the States may be trying 
to listen to, say 1240 khz, and there may be a het from a Caribbean station on 
1241 khz. A Q-Multiplier in the "null" mode is by far the most effective way of 
dealing with this. Careful adjustment of the "null" pot, and the tuning adjustment 
will notch the loudest hets into inaudibility, while still leaving the rest of the 
channel unaffected, with full audio fidelity. 


RF sensitivity ig not important for DXing the Class IV frequencies; in fact, 
reduced sensitivity frequently proves to be more desirable. One of the most help- 
ful things the DxXer can do is to turn the Automatic Volume Control switch OFF, and 
turn the RF Gain (or Sensitivity) control down just to the point where signal is 
being heard comfortably, with the Audio gain control left where it usually is set. 
The reason for this is that the mixture of numerous carriers, each of them at 
very slightly different frequencies (all of them typically with 10 hz of each other 
and often much closer than that) and at random phase to each other creates a com- 
posite signal strength that is varying in random fashion. The signal strength may 
change in milliseconds over 20 db back and forth. If the AVC system attempts to 
follow this rapid changing in signal strength, it generates distortion in the audio 
output, which is the last thing we need. Switching the AVC off and reducing the RF 
gain makes the signal sound much cleaner, and when a single station fades in atop 
the channel it will be instantly noticeable in the audio output. 


If one were to graph the instantaneous signal strength present on a Class IV 
channel at night as a function of time, it would look much like the graph below: 
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Time (seconds) 7 12 34 5 sec. 
There is a mathematical technique known as Fourier Analysis by which such a wave- 
form can be broken down into its component sine waves. Such a procedure could 
tell you how many signals were present on the channel. As there would be no way 
to identify who those signals belonged to, that is, what stations they were, there 
is no practical benefit of such analysis for the average DXer, although there may 
be some interest in statistical studies of how many signals are received on a given 
night, and relating such totals to geomagnetic phenomena, Any such work that is 
already done or in progress is not known to this author. 


An interesting question is that of whether the Graveyard DXer should use a 
loop or a wire antenna. In my experience, loops, including beth the Altazimuthally 
mounted NRC Loop, and the Space Magnet-type of ferrite shielded loop, are of only 
fair value in nulling stations on Class IV frequencies (with the exception of nearby 
locals, described at the top of the fourth page in this afticle). They do help a 
lot in reducing splash from an adjacent-channel local, of course. There are times 
when a loop will prove to be of value, of course, At the same time, do not dismiss 
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the potential that a good longwire antenna has. The author put up an outdoor wire 
between 4O and 50 feet long, running roughly East-West, and found that it is quite 
sensitive to signals from the Northeast. Fortunately, New England lies in that di- 
rection and that is one of my favorite DX target areas. My wire antenna has brought 
me quite a few clear receptions of low-power stations in New England that were not 
identifiable, with the loop in any setting, on a parallel operated receiver, The 
equipment in use is a Technical Materiel Corp GPR 90-RXD receiver with the long- 
wire fed through the antenna coupler described in DX News in 1966 (Reprint A-5), 
At the same time, a Hammarlund HQ-150 is driven by the Altazimuth loop. There have 
been numerous occasions when signals have been copied on the longwire setup that 
could not be picked out of the jumble while simultaneously monitoring the same fre- 
quency with the loop setup. One of the most consistent examples of this effect is 
reception of WPOR, Portland, Maine on 1490 who are always heard much better and 
more easily with the longwire setup than anything the loop can produce. Inciden- 
tally, the loop is still working? While many DXers have permanently given up using 
outdoor wire antennas, now that the loop and ferrite rod antenna is established, 
they may do well to consider reinstalling one, just to have available for compari- 
son purposes. They may be as surprised as I was. Probably the most acceptable 
trade-off between maximum flexibility and coverage, and the ability to handle it, 
is to use two receivers, one with a loop and one with a wire antenna. A 2-input 
switch box can be made up to feed either receiver output to the tape recorder in- 
put. The setup can be made as flexible as your imagination and ingenuity permit. 


The selectivity in points that signals are received from on the Class IV fre- 
quencies ig amazing. There is a much more even competitive aspect to thie type of 
Dxing, as all the stations are operating with the same power and the same kind of 
antenna - there are no big monster stations beaming down your throat every night, 
such as WFEA-1370 is heard here. DXing a frequency such as 1370 here in the evening 
is no fun because you know you will hear WFEA, WSAY and WSPD in that order. Night 
after night after night. If WFEA is heard exceptionally well then you Enow some 
thing from up that way might materialize on one of the Class IV frequencies. Such 
receptions provide a good marker. This selectivity is even more remarkable for 
people DXing the Class IV's from outside the U.S. Richard Wood, when he was DXing 
from the Hawaiian islands, noted most of the time that the frequencies were often 
dominated by stations like KGFJ-1230, KMBY-12h0, KIST-1340, KPAT-1400 (now KRE) 
and KDB-1490. However at other times, stations in the Central Plains states would 
be heard strongly by him. Richard heard quite far into the East, including such 
states as Michigan and Tennessee and as I recall his farthest reception was a fre- 
quency check from WAZI-1490, Hazleton, Penna. --heard in Hawaii! Richard felt that 
his most likely poseibility for logging New Jersey, in Hawaii would be WOND on 
1400, Had he remained there another season, I think he could have heard them. Inci- 
dentally, WOND was heard by one "Brother Al" (whose last name escapes me, an IRCA 
member) in California a few years ago. The New Zealand DXers report occasionally 
equally fascinating reception of W-call Graveyarders,. 


In the old days, when the author began DXing in the late 1950's, reception 
conditions were much different than today. There were many fewer all-nighters. I 
recall one time in March of 1959 when WJXN in Jackson, Miss. was the only station 
on the air for about an hour and a half on Monday morning on 1450 khz. During that 
time, on 16 March 1959 KYOR in Blythe, Calif was heard by the author in New Jersey. 
They were testing during the sked time for a DX from KXXL Montana that never showed 
up. Several Eastern DXers heard KYOR. That was quite a feat even then. Of course 
jt would be even more so today!! 


Despite the discouraging number of all-night stations in operation nowadays, 
occasionally some really good DX can be heard on the Class IV's. It can be either 
Regular Schedule sign-offs, or DX Tests or Equipment Tests, In nearly all cases, 
it can come as a real surprise. The key to success, as in all aspects of DXing, is 
putting time and patience into it, you'll get back what you devote to it. You don't 
even need a fancy receiver or antenna - Graveyard DXing is one of the most forgi-~ 


ving aspects of DX, and even a bedroom clock radio can give good results, so don't 
let lack of a giant communications rx stop you. Report your results to px News-_39 
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Summary of things to remember when DxXing the Class IV Channels, 


1. Be Patient. Remember thet you will generally have readable audio from any one 
station a relatively small percentage of the time. These incidents of usable 
signal can appear suddenly, last anywhere from a few seconds to severnl minutes 
and drop out suddenly, with the signal fading into the jumble again. Be pre- 
pared to pick up the maximum information available during these openings. 


2. Use a tape recorder. Keep it running as mich of the time as possible and per- 
fect the technique of periodic rewinding so as to get the maximum information 
on the tape. The DXer will find numerous instances of having a station slowly 
become readable on a crowded frequency. Later playback of the tape frequently 
provides additional reception that occurred before the point the signal was 
first perceived on the original reception. This happens when there are several 
voices being heard on the channel, and the DXer was listening to the “wrong" 
one. Another important use of the tape recorder is for later rechecking and 
analyzing of marginal reception. Call letters with consonants that sound simi- 
lar, county names, street names (was the studio located on Main Street, or on 
Wayne Street??) can go by very quickly on the original reception, Repeated 
playbacks of the tape of the reception can often clear up the mystery. While 
purists argue about the merits of taping as an aid to DX, it remains that taping 
has become a nearly universally accepted aid to hearing and identifying sta- 
tions. (This article does not address itself to the validity of tepes as veri- 
fications, however), <A third major advantage of the tape recorder: as an aid 
to sending reception reports. A brief sign-off announcement will be much more 
effective, for verification claim purposes, if it ig taped and a tape sent to 
the station as part of the report. This brings up a couple of points: Now that 
the DXer is using a tape recorder, he will need another one. Why? Well, when you 
send off that taped report, remember that you will likely not get the tape back. 
So, help your chances a lot here by TELLING the station to KEEP the tape. This 
implies a second recorder so that you can duplicate the tape, keep the original 
for your tape file (you DO keep a tape library, don't you?) and mail off the 
duplicate with your report, never to be seen again. The prepayment of return EexteAa) 
postage is just about too much to bother with anyway. Use the 3-inch reels that 
fit in @ business envelope. Always make the tape 75 ips (19 em/sec) and in one 
direction only. Use clean, blank tape. If stereo, record on both channels. 


3. Keep an up-to-date file of library aids. This includes the NRC Domestic leg, 
with all updeters. (Xerox them and keep with your log, if copying in the data 
is too much). Have a recent Broadcasting Yearbook, as an eid for identifying 
telephone exchanges and area codes quickly, and a recent copy of Standard Rates 
and Data Services’ "Spot Rates”. The individual state maps with the counties 
and county seats is extremely useful, when you hear stations say "In zilch coun- 
ty today...". Have an up-to-date copy of Bruce Elving'’s FM Atlas for picking 
out calls and frequencies of those FM stations that are all switching to new 
sets of call letters, 


4. Learn the habits and programming of the most often heard stations in your local- 
ity. For instance, WPOR dominates 1490 here. They are C&W and on the half hour, 
through the morning, have a telephoned report on tides ete. in Portland Harbor. 
This sticks out like a sore thumb, through the jumble. Get to know the distinc- 
tive jingles of stations like WLLH-1400, Learn the patterns of the major news 
services (from the World Desk of UPT..) and such as Ai news, off at :05 and 
CBS News, off at :06. These are good minute times of the hour to look for IDs. 
If you hear a station signing off at a certain time, but tune in too late for 
the ID, sit there at a few minutes earlier time every night after that, until 
you learn who it is. Know the difference between the U.S, National Anthem, Amer- 
ica the Beautiful, God Save the Queen and O Canada ~ and the lord's Prayer. You 
will hear them all, from time to time.

Experiment with different antennas. Short antennas will often give very good 
results on these frequencies as the average signal level is high and not much 
gain is needed. Directivity will be a lot more important. Aim for putting up a 
wire that is very receptive to only a certain area, if possible. This is just 

a watter of cut-and-try, however. Sometimes just running an indoor wire along 
the molding on your shack ceiling will give good pickup. At the same time, 

short antennas like this probably will not be good for serious foreign DXing due 
to their higher noise pickup. 


6. Remember to leave the AVC switched off, and operate the RF gain control as a 
volume control. 


7. If you have 2 tape recorders and 2 receivers, try recording blind on one fre- 
quency while listening to another, and analyzing the tape later, Sometimes 
stations will be gotten this way that would have been missed otherwise. 


8, Learn about seasonal variations in conditions and propagation conditions. Use 
strong clear channel stations as an indication as to what areas are coming in 
on a particular night. Watch for unusual conditions such as auroras. In a 
really severe aurora, a DXer in, say, New Jersey might find WINO-1230 Palm 
Beach and WMMB-12h0 Melbourne, both in Fla. alone and atop their respective 
channels, with good signals, in the early evening; all the other stations clo- 
ser having been screened out. Such conditions may typically occur once every 
other year, and last only 1 or 2 nights, so the key here is to at least check 
band conditions every evening to see what is happening. 


Remember, like everything else, the more that is put into this, the more that will 
be gotten out of it. There is probably a lot that I left out of this article. I 
hope comments and suggestions will be sent to DX News. Good Luck.

THE HEATH SB-620 "SPECTRUM ANALYZER" 
VERSUS 
THE REALISTIC DX-150A RECEIVER 


Thomas R. Sundstrom 


A wrestling match? A shootout? Nope... just wanted to attract 
your attention. This writer's listening post consists of two 
Hammarlunds, an HQ-150 and an HQ-l40X, and a Realistic DX-1L50A. 
The SB-620 was purchased with the intent of using it on the 
HQ-150. As it turned out, all receivers here have a 455 khz IF. 


We opted for extra RG-62 coaxial cable, 


the HQ-140X as circuitry was the same. Then, what the heck, we 
decided to do the same on the Realistic DX-1L50A,. 


An inquiry to Heath, Benton Harbor, brought the response that 
the hookup can be done. The schematic drawn below indicates a 


7.5-to-12 pf capacitor tied to the output of the mixer just ahead 
of the mechanical filter. See below. 


Results... interesting. The bandpass response does not seem to 
have the gain to respond to mich more than a 50 khez (4+/- 25 khz) 
sweep, but rare is the desire to wish to do so, Most of the 

time the sweep range is set to 10 or 20 khz total. 


The hookup of the RG-62 cable through the 12 pf capacitor (value 
used here) does not affect receiver performance, and having the 
flexibility of the choice of three receivers is "niece." Frankly, 
the DX-150A performs better on the higher SW bands as might be 
expected with age and technology advances, with the main difference 
in sensitivity; the SB-620 is equally useful in SBC DX. 


By the way, if you have the receiver bottom plate off for the SB-62¢ 
hookup, you ought to install 4 tape recorder jack ahead of the 


volume control. There's plenty of room on the rear apron panel 
for both jacks.

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HQ NOTES RE: SUPREMACY RATINGS. All of us here at HQ have always maintained that DX 
is, after all is said and done, an individual hobby; a certain flexibility must be 
allowed in the "counting" of "catches". Certain DXters feel that a change of log 
is not necessary if the number of daytime locals remain the same or no different 
than five changes of regularly received daytime catches; the logic here is that 
if no more than five stations received in one location change to five others in 
a different location, and that all the others remain the same, then a significantly 
small enough change has taken place to consider both locations as the same. Other 
DXters adhere strictly to the 25-mile radius rule of the ARRL, and count nothing 
heard beyond that radius of the original log without starting anew. We must sincere- 
ly challenge the concept of counting stations for DX purposes heard whilst vacation- 
ing; HQ crew, by virtue of scheduling, spare time, and fortuitous circumstances, 
all happen to be very widely travelled; among us, we can claim 40-watt Yukon LPRT's, 
Montana graveyarders, impossible Czech regionals, and 50-watt Austrian LPRT's. 

But we dontt. And we wontt, 'Cuz, in our hardened, conservative eyes, it just 
ain't according to Hoyle, or Glotz, or whatever. However, if enough of the member- 
ship decides that Hawaiian Easters, summer Med cruises, and 2 years active duty in 
Taiwan belong right in there with their loggings from home in Greater Fanorkville, 
who are we to dispute?? Another of us counts receptions from home only, noting 
that even a six-mile difference from his DX den is significant enough to cause a 
major change in his conditions. By this logic, than, we suppose it is safe to 

assume that a six-thousand mile difference in location would be sufficient to 
cause an even greater change in conditions?!

«ee. and be also warned that we are going to make a decision 
with regard to combining totals. Some DXers have combined their heard, 
taped and verified totals from several DX locations. Others have only 
DXed from one location. How comparable are these totals? The National 
Radio Clubs Domestic DX Supremacy Ratings is intended to be for comparing 
your totals with your friends, those DXing in your area, or with your 
previous totals to see your progress. But if you DX in New York City and 
someone else gives their totals as New York City and British Columbia, 
they aren't very comparable. 


If totals should be separated, where do we draw the line? Suggestions 
made so far vary from 60 miles to 10 miles. But isn't it truethat moving 
from the basement +o the attic will let you hear new stations while some 
others are no longer heard? Certainly moving from coast to coast lets you 
hear many new stations. My personal experience has shown me that Dxing 
from the east slope of a hill meant I only heard three Hawaiians and not 
one station from Down Under. But a quarter-mile move to the west slope of 
that same hill exposed me to many Trans-Pacific stations, but many 50 KW 
stations from back East could no longer be heard. 


The important point is that a move of less than a mile or even from 
basement to attic means all the local stations still block their channels 
so few other stations can be heard on those or adjacent channels. Whereas 
moving 60 miles from an urban area places you far away from many 5 KW 
regional stations and out of the influence of several 50 KW stations if 
they're directional away from you. 


So where do you draw the line? The National Radio Club has no rule 
in this regard so a decision will probably be precedent setting. That's 
why I'd like to hear your opinions. The ARRL (a radio amateur association), 
has made a limit of 25 miles for their members. While any move results in 
a few new stations, up to 25 miles keeps things in perspective, so to 
speak. Beyond that, the window to really different conditions starts open- 
ing wide. While it is easy to see why a Dxer who moves from coast to coast 
might want to start new totals, should we start new totals if we move 
10 miles? 25 miles? 60 miles?
